NEW YORK, Oct 18 —The circles at 


the southwest corner of Central park, 
where Broadway ends and the Grand 
boulevard begins, were filled with a 
dense mass of human beings, yesterday 
afternoon, when the Columbus monu- 
ment, presented by the Italian citizens 
of America to the city of New York, 
was unveiled 
The big stands, which 


had been erected on one side of the cir- 
cle hold 10,000 people and as many 
more occupied places on balconies on 
roofs and windows Twenty five thou- 
sand more fitood in a comoact mass 
which filled the circle and extended 
some distance down the intersecting 
streets a 


The ceremonies were of an imposing 


nature and were under the auspices of 
a committee composed of representa- 
tives of Italian societies The guests 
of honor included Secretary Rusk, 
Baron Fava, the Italian minister the 
Italian consul general and vice consul, 
Commander De Libro and staft of the 
Italian cruiser Glovonni Bausrvn, the 
Spanish consul, 
members of Gov 


Flower's staff, city aldermen and offi- 
cers of many Italian societies. 


The ceremonies were begun by 


Italian and American airs by bands 
which played at in ervals until 5 
o clock when the monument was un- 
veiled by little innie Bnrsotti, daughter 
of the president of the monument asso- 
ciation 
She made a brief address as 


follows 


>• In this solemn moment when the glorious 
statue of Christopher Colnmbna appears to all 
Its majesty and bounty before the eyes of the 
people of Now York, I pray tbat Qol will grant 
two particular blessings one for Italy the 
mother of the groat discoverer, ono for Amer 
lea the daughter of his genius of his skill and 
of bin porservunce As a child of Italian par- 
entage and of American birth I can ask noth- 
ing irreatar than this. Qod bless Italy, Ood 
blew America and may the friendship between 
the two countries and the two people endure 
and resist time as will the m irble and bronze 
of this great and boantlfnl moi nmont 


She then pulled the cords which al- 


lowed the draDCry to fall from the monu- 
ment, and the heroic marble statue of 
Columbus was discovered by 40,000 peo- 
ple 


The monument has n square massive 


bale of Barno granite, from which a 
shaft of the same stone, 13T feet in 
height arises 
At tho top of this stands 


a majestic status of Columbus fourteen 
feet in height It is of Carrara marble, 
and is an cxeiilent work of art by Prof 
Gactno Busso, a leading sculptor of 
Borne It represents the great navi- 
gator gazing out into the vista which 
his prophetic mind had already seen 
filled with new and mighty lands. At 
one side of the base ii a marble figure 
of the genius of Geography, and at the 
other Is a bronze eagle six feet high, 
clasping the shields of the United States 
and the city, of Genoa Two bronie 
has reliefs on the other sides of the 
base show the sighting of land and the 
landing of Columbus. 


After the unveiling Archbishop Cor- 


ngan blessed the monument 


Charles Barsottl, the president of the 


monument committee, then presented 
tho monument to the city The monu- 
ment was accepted by James Grant Wil- 
son in behalf of the mayor and the com- 
monwealth 
Baron Fava, the Italian 


minister at Washington then spoke as 
follows

and It Is my good fortune to bring to the world 
he has discovered the greeting of the govern

TOPBKA, Kan., Oet 18 —Judge Theo- 


doslus Botkin has presented his resig- 
nation to Gov. Humphreys as judge of 
the thirty-second Judicial district, and 
William Baston Butchinson an at- 
torney of Ulysses, Grant county, ha* 
been appointed to succeed him 
Dur- 


ing the three yean that Judge Botkin 
has been judge of the thirty-second dis- 
trict the counties composing it have 
had no cessation from turmoil and 
strife The district was composed from 
the first of two factions, one of which 
was led by Sam Wood and the other-by 
Judge Botkin The killing of Sheriff 
Cross and his posse in No Man's Land 
was the Immediate result of the county- 
seat fight between Hngoton and Wood- 
dale, and from that time the two fac- 
tions have been at war 


9am Wood, finding his following in a 


minority, attempted to have Botkin 
ousted from office when the people's 
party gained control of the legislature 
The impeachment trial lasted six 
weeks. 
The main charges were 


tyranny and drunkenness in office. 
It 


was found impossible to oust Botkin 
from his office, although eighteen sena- 
,tors, a majority of those voting, voted 
to impeach him on the ninth and tenth 
counts in the indictment, drunkenness 
in office 
As an immediate result of 


this trial and the murder of Sheriff 
Cross, Sam Wood was shot and killed 
by James Brennan, an Intimate friend 
of Botkin, in June, 1891, in Hugoton, 
Stevens county, while the hitter was 
attending court 


This assassination created a pro- 


found sensation throughout the state 
It was impossible to secure a jury in 
Stevens county to try Brennan on ac 
count of the intense partisanship exist- 
ing, and after two ineffectual attempts 
at trial he was released on a writ of 
habeas corpus. On account of his per- 
sonal friendship for Brennan, and his 
hatred of Wood, Jndge Botkin refused 
to sit in the case, and a special judgo 
was called in

NEW YOHK, Oct 18.—The circles at 


he southwest corner of Central park, 
vhere Broadway ends and the Grand 
mulevard begins, were filled with a

of America to the city of New York, 
was unveiled. Tho big stands, which 
lad been erected on one side of the cir- 
cle hold 10,000 people and as many 
more occupied places on balconies on 
roofs and windows.

which filled the circle and extended 
some distance down the intersecting

At tho top of this stands 
a majestic status of Columbus fourteen 
eet in height. It is of Carrara marble, 
and is an excellent work of art by Prof.

It represents the great navi- 
gator gazing out into the vista which 
lis prophetic mind had already seen 
filled with new and mighty lands. At 
ine side of the base is a marble figure 
of the genius of Geography, and at the 
ither is a bronze eagle six feet high, 
ilasping the shields of the United States 
and the city, of Genoa.

andlng of Columbus. 


After the unveiling Archbishop Cor-

The district was composed from 
the first of two factions, one of which 
was led by Sam Wood and the) other-by 
Judge Botkin. The killing of Sheriff 
Cross and his posse in No Man's Land 
was the immediate result of the county- 
seat fight between Hngoton and Wood- 
dale, and from that time the two fac- 
tions have bean at war. 


9am Wood, finding his following in a 


minority, attempted to have Botkin 
ousted from office when the people's 
party gained control of the legislature. 
The impeachment trial lasted six 
weaks. 
The main charge* were 


tyranny and'drunkenness in office. 
It 


was found impossible to oust Botkin 
from his office, although eighteen sena- 
tors, a majority of those voting, voted 
to impeach him on the ninth and tenth 
counts in the indictment, drunkenness 
in office. As an immediate result of 
this trial and tbe murder of Sheriff 
Cross, Sam Wood was shot and killed 
by James Brennan, an intimate friend 
of Botkin, in June, 1891, in Hugoton, 
Stevens county, while the latter was 
attending court. 


This assassination created a pro- 


found sensation throughout the state. 
It was impossible to secure a jury in 
Stevens county to try Brennan on ac- 
count of the intense partisanship exist- 
ing, and after two ineffectual attempts 
at trial he was released on a writ of 
habeas corpus. On account of his per- 
sonal friendship for Brennan, and his 
hatred of Wood, Jndge Botkin refused 
to sit in the case, and a special judge 
was called in.
